p rep ared and read by Su p erin­ 
tendent Chap lin of Sterling before the 
T eacher’s Institu te in the High School 
bu ilding in this city last Satu rday . 
By 
the req u est of a large nu mber of those 
p resent we p u blish and call the esp ec­ 
ial attention of ou r readers to the same. 
On accou nt of the length of the p ap er, 
we can p rint only the tirst half today , 
and will giv e the balance tomorrow.] 


Primarily , the teacher becomes as­ 
sociated with the p arent in the cap ac­ 
ity of an emp loy e. The p arent throu gh 
his ageu t, the school board, contracts 
with the teacher for certain serv ices, 
in retu rn fora stip u lated comp ensation. 
The school board, rep resenting 
not 
alone the tax -p ay er, bu t ev ery p arent, 
whether rich or p oor, makes the teac h­ 
er resp onsible to all, alike. 
'Phis he 
shou ld ev er keep in mind. 
One p arent 
has ju st as mu ch claim on him as any 
other. 
He is to make the most ou t of 
ev ery child, with fav oritism 
toward 
none, with fairness to all. 
Tru e, or­ 
ganized society owes its ex istence to 
t t e better element. 
This is tru e of the 
school district as well. 
There are p a r ­ 
ents in ev ery district who take v ery 
little interest in the edu cation of their 
children; to whom, if the du ty of or­ 
ganizing and maintaining a school were 
left, a sorry resu lt wou ld ensu e. 
Bu t 
this fact does not lessen the teacher s 
resp onsibility to the indiv idu al p arent, 
bu t ra the r increases it. 
Starting ou t, then, as an emp loy e of 
all, to whose interests he shou ld be de* 
v otediv attached, and from whom he 
I has a right to ex p ect ev ery assistance 
and encou ragement, let u s see what 
fu rther relationship teacher and p ar­ 
ent shou ld hold in their jo in t d u ty 
of 
transforming help less and irresp onsi­ 
ble childhood into strong and resp on­ 
sible manhood. 
First on the side of 
the teacher. 
We do not need to inlorm 
th is au dience tha t teaching is now a 
p rofession. 
The strides which p eda­ 
gogy has made du ring the last q u a rte r 
of a centu ry are as marv elou s, in their 
way , as the dev elop ments in eloctrici’ v^ 
or the adv ancement in medicine. 
The 
teacher who is abreast of the times in 
his p rofession, is easily the head of the 
edu cational forces in his commu nity , 
and to him p arents mu st, ol necessity , 
look for cou nsel concerning the edu ca­ 
tion of their children. 
It looks to re a­ 
son tha t one who makes teaching a 
stu dy , will be better q u alified to direct 
the edu cational interests of a commu n­ 
ity than those who, for lack of time, 
can giv e bu t casu al attention to it. 
Bu t this su p erior eq u ip ment on 
the 
p art of the teacher, forces u p on him 
great bu rdens. 
He mu st be not alone 
a teacher of children, 
bu t often a 
teacher of p arents. 
To this end, a 
teacher, when he enters a district, 
shou ld at onco begin to throw ou t lines 
of 
commu nication with the homes. 
And the nea rer he can get to the home, 
the more inllu enee ho can bring to bear 
u p on it, the greater will be his su ccess* 
One of these lines of commu nication is 
the local newsp ap er, in which a week­ 
ly colu mn shou ld contain items of in­ 
terest to the p arents, concerning the 
daily hap p enings in school, generou sly 
mix ed with brief items of general, ed­ 
u cational interest, and su ch p lans con­ 
cerning tho welfare of the school, as 
the teacher may , from time to time, 
feel ju stified in p resenting to his p at­ 
rons. 
Any editor will be glad to p u b­ 
lish su ch a colu mn, gratu itou sly , and 
it is a means of commu nication with 
his p atrons, which no teacher can af­ 
ford to neglect, 
in cou ntry districts 
not within reach of the p rinting office, 
the mimeograp h makes an ex cellent 
su bstitu te. 
Ev ery teacher shou ld hav e 
one of these u sefu l ap p liances. 
On 
this can be stru ck oil' in a few minu tes, 
forty or fifty cop ies of the weekly bu d­ 
get, say Friday noon, and at night they 
can be carried home fresh from the 
p ress. 
T he mimeograp h is an ex cel­ 
lent mean> of keep ing the teacher and 
p arent in tou ch. 
Bu t the one thing 
which a teacher needs to cu ltiv ate to 
a v ery high degree is sociability . 
W e 
say cu ltiva te, for many of u s are, by 
natu re, q u ite 
lacking in this; some 
p ossess it in a moderate degree, only : 
while few, if any , hav e more than can 
p rofitably be emp loy ed when tu rned to 
the right p u rp ose. 
W e do not mean 
that kind of sociability which delights 
in the comp anionship of a few congen* 
ial sou ls, to the ex clu sion of the many 
who need to be warmed into social life. 
W e do not mean tha t kind of sociabil­ 
ity which p rides itself on mov ing in 
the so-called u p p er strata of society ; 
nor that kind which rev els in a bu tter­ 
fly ex istence, drinkm g in the nectar of 
the p op u lar amu sements, at the ex ­ 
p ense of wasted energies, neglected 
work, and 
worse 
y et, 
"it 
eso mp lt 
o f n h a t n o t to b e. 
We 
mean 
that 
kind 
of 
sociability 
which 
makes 
one 
comp anionable 
to 
the 
masses: 
which 
will not shu n the 
hu mblest 
home: which really nesires to know 
crip p le Johnny 's mother; becau se -he 
is his mother: or motherless Mary 's 
father, becau se he is her father; or or­ 
p han J im m y ’s gu ardians, becau se they 
are his gu ardians. 
W e mean tha t 
kind of sociability which does not feel 
bored when F arm er Jones talks abou t 
his p u mp kin lot while y ou are thinking 
of the lot of trou ble y ou are hav ing 
with his p u mp kin head of a boy . 
We 


mean tha t sociability which can see 
some good in all: which, for the sake 
of the children, who often look to the 
teacher with tender lov e and con ft* 
dence, is anx iou s to ex tend its influ ence 
from the school life to the home life of 
these little ones, to better their env i­ 
ronment. if p ossible: win the confi­ 
dence and su p p ort of their p arent?*; dis­ 
cov er the cau ses of the shortcomings of 
the children, the better to remov e 
them, or at least to cou nteract their ef­ 
fects. 
If these are1» worthy motiv es, if 
su ch a sociability as we hav e described 
wiil enhance a teacher's u sefu lness, 
let u s see by what means it can be cu l­ 
tiv ated. 
First, we mu st admit tha t 
ev ery 
honest teacher's time is q u ite fu lly 
taken u p with tho daily rou tine of 
school work. 
There are the daily les­ 
sons to look ov er and p rep are, comp osi­ 
tions to correct, ex aminations to make 
ou t and p ap ers to correct, rep ort cards 
to make ou t, p u blic ex ercises to drill 
for, cu rrent ev ents to follow, from one 
to a dozen school jou rnals to p eru se, 
associations 
to 
attend, p rofessional 
books to read, with no reference to 
shop p ing, ironing, darning, Su nday - 
school teaching, chu rch work and oth­ 
er things too nu merou s to mention. 
Yet, with all this drain u p on the time 
and energy of the teacher, this m atter 
of sociability mu st be attended to if the 
teacher wou ld ap p rox imate her hig h­ 
est u sefu lness. 
It ov ershadows the im­ 
p ortance of many of them, and ranks 
among the most u rgent du ties of the 
teacher. 
Tru e, they may oftiraes be 
irksome. 
Bu t if cu ltiv ated assidiou sly 
they will become less and less so, as 
their blessed resu lts become more and 
more manifest, u ntil the teacher comes 
to regard them as among the p leasant­ 
est of his monthly rou tine. 
T he teacher mu st know tho p arent 
as well as the child. 
T eacher and p a r - ; 
ent mu st work in u nison. 
To this end 
nothing can fu lly su bstitu te a p ersonal 
acq u aintance. 
This acq u aintance, es­ 
p ecially by lady teach** s, mu st in the 
majority of cases, for v ariou s reason? 
be sou ght in tho home. 
Bu t the dis­ 
trict is broad and tho teacher tired. 
How can the weary frame be dragged 
across it? T he simp lest answer is, by 
the wheel. 
A sp in after school clears 
the lu ng?< of the schoolroom air, inv ig­ 
orates the body , ex hilarates the mind, 
and p u ts one in the v ery best condition 
for chatting a few minu tes with this 
family or that, as the case may be. 
Su ch calls, made sy stematically d u r­ 
ing the p leasant day s of fall 
and 
sp ring, do ev ery body good and nobody 
harm. 
Some one may ask. “ W hat 
good do they do?’’ They show the p ar­ 
ent tha t the teacher takes an interest 
in her p u p ils, tha t she is not working 
solely for money . 
They establish a 
friend for the teacher right at cou rt. 
Perhap s the v ery nex t week she may 
hav e to v isit tha t home to seek co-op ­ 
eration in the management of a bau 
boy . 
How infinitely better tha t the 
first call had been made u nder differ­ 
ent circu mstances. 
They sometimes 
soften a p arent's heart towards his 
children. 
P arents do not alway s ap ­ 
p reciate their children. 
They some­ 
times need to be told that they hav e a 
sweet child, before they can believ e it 
themselv es. 
They 
sometimes 
get 
q u eer notions into their heads, that 
their child is du mb: or tha t a fav orite 
child is brighter than the other one 
W ha t a life serv ice the teacher can do 
for the inju red one by sp eaking u p for 
her, 
loosing the scales from the p ar­ 
ent's ey es, and p lacing her on an eq u al­ 
ity with her lav ored sister! 
Yea, what 
a serv ice to the p arents themselv es. 
These calls giv e the teacher an op ­ 
p ortu nity to talk ov er the p ecu liarities, 
habits, 
and 
disp osition of 
certain 
children, which is of great imp ortance 
to a wise m anagem ent of their school 
interests. 
They afford an op p ortu nity 
of learning the p ecu liarities of p arents 
themselv es, which often accou nt for 
the^jecentricities of their children,and 
become v alu able data to tho teacher, 


lov ed ones; that their interests are as 
dear to her as those of fairer means: 
that the state knows no caste. By that 
v isit, p reju dices are disarmed, new life, 
new hop e are instilled into those p arch­ 
ed sou ls, their sy mp athy is enlisted in 
her work, and forev er after she can 
cou nt them among her loy al su p p ort­ 
ers. 
These are not, by any means, all the 
gooj that grows ou t of those v isits, bu t 
we hav e carried ou r illu strations fu r 
enou gh for the p resent. 
Before hav ­ 
ing the matter of the teacher looking 
u p the p arent, wo mu st refer to an­ 
other means which may be u sed by the 
male p ortion of ou r p rofession. 
T he 
heads of the families are not u su ally at 
horn* at. the time wo can tiu d leisu re 
time to v isit them. 
These shou ld be 
sou ght ou t in the workshop , office, 
store, in the field, any where a man's 
bu siness calls him. 
A few minu tes 
chat, occasionally , with these p arents, 
by the teacher of their children, acts 
like magic. 
They tako it for granted 
tha t the teacher who has taken the 
trou ble to look u p Johnny 's father, is 
interested in Johnny , himself. 
This is 
the greatest attention, the greatest 
cou rtesy , that some of these men ov er 
p aid to them, and it p u ts new ambition 
into them, makes them feci that they 
really aro somebody : and, “ as a man 
thinketh, so is he.*’ 
Those little inci­ 
dents that connect tho home-life with 
tho school-life, are nev er forgotten, 
they go straight to the p arent's heart, 
makii g it lighter, hap p ier, p u rer ev er 
more. 
T he teacher shou ld feel p riv ileged to 
ap p roach any of his p atrons withou t a 
formal introdu ction or a formal call, 
lie is at liberty to, and shou ld bow* and 
sp eak to ev ery p atron on the streot, 
hav ing a p leasant word for all, thereby 
making it as easy as p ossible for his 
p atrons to ap p roach him. 
Airs of im­ 
p ortance and lofty dignity are ou t of 
p lace in a teacher, 
They will driv e 
th* m is.' of his p u p ils away from him, 
instead of drawing them toward him. 
Ir these interv iews between teacher 
and p arent, the child will bo su re to 
become a top ic of conv ersation. 
It is 
u p p ermost in the mind of tho p arent, 
and soou cr or later he will ask how 


J o h n n y is getting along. 
It is better 
to wait for him to do this. 
Some p arents 
hav e an idea that 
teachers are a mild s o r t o f cranks: that 
they can't think of any thing or talk of 
any thing bu t school. 
It is well to u n­ 
deceiv e them 
Now the degrees of cap acity , ap p li­ 
cation and p rosp erity are as many as 
the re aro children in school, and the 
q u estion arises; what answer shall be 
retu rned to the p arent? 
All cannot be 
at the head of tho class. 
All are not 
ambitiou s. 
Some dear children hav e 
v ery limited cap acity . 
T he answer is, tell the tru th, 
ami 
don’t try to smooth matters ov er, too 
mu ch. 
It is not y ou r p osition that y ou 
are try ing to hold, bu t to hold y ou rself 
ii'o rth y o f h o ld in g it. 
If y ou deceiv e 
y ou r 
p atrons, 
y ou r 
du p licity 
will 
he 
discov ered 
some 
day . 
Bet­ 
ter nev er to hav e met them than to 
hav e them discov er tha t y ou deceiv ed 
them concerning the dearest interests 
that they hav e on ea rth ! 
Tho v ery 
object of meeting tho p arents is 
to 
work in conju nction with them for the. 
betterment of the child. 
How can this 
be if they are kep t in the dark? 
If 
Johnny is sau cy or imp u dent, tell them 
so: a little home influ ence may imp rov e 
him: if ho is bright, 
bu t lazy , and 
stands at tho foot of his class, for this 
reason, toll them; it may be the m a k­ 
ing of the boy : if he seems to be dream ­ 
ing, tell them; p erhap s they can dis­ 
close to y ou the reason: if he does not 
-*eem to retain what he learns, tell 
them; y ou may find tha t h** is reading 
trashy stu ff, which they had not known 
to b o harmfu l. 
If he cornes tardy once 
or twice a week, tell them; they 
may 
get him ou t of bed earlier, or lessen 
some of his morning chores. 
If y ou 
know that he is u sing cigarettes, in 
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in 
stu dy ing the child. 
They correct 
form them;tbey ou ght to know it. If he 
is weak in some one su bject, inform 
them: they may be able to do a great 
deal of good for him at home, if 
their 
attention is called to this matter. 
Bu t 
if he hav e no cap acity , do not tell them 
that; it will do no good and may do 
child, and the child cannot afford to harm. 
It may tu rn the p arent 
from 
su ffer in his adv ancement by miscon 
his ofisp ring,or sadden his life immeas 
cep tions concerning the c ha rac te r of u rably . 
Bu t do not say that he has ca 


the false imp ressions which children 
sometimes 
get 
of 
their 
teachers, 
and thu s do an inv alu able 
serv ice 
to both the teacher and the child: 
for the teacher cannot afford to be u n­ 
done by the misrep resentations of the 


hi- teacher: su ch as ideas of p artiality , 
ill-temp er, p ersonal dislike, incomp e­ 
tence, and a score of whims which are 
liable to enter the chiid-mind; in all of 
which, the p arent can best disarm the 
p reju dices of the child, and is, 
there’ 


p acity , tha t he is getting along 
well, 
when y ou know he is not. 
Break the 
facts grntiy . 
in fact all the disagree­ 
able things shou ld be sandwiched in 
with something better. 
Not to nu llify 
their effect: that is not desirable; 
bu t 
fore, the v erv best mediator between j to giv e the p arent hop e for his child: 
the two. 
If, on the other hand the p a ­ 
rent does not know the teacher, he will 
natu rally fall in with his child's op in­ 
ions, and the teacher may cou nt that 
case lost. 
Not long ago a boy in the 
six th grade declared to the sp eaker, 
tha t he had had bu t one good teacher 
Verily the other fiv e needed the co-op 
eration of some one. Then, again, they 
disarm su sp iciou s p arents. 
Are we 
aware tha t fou r-fifths of ou r p atrons 
are engaged in a hard battle for the 
neceshariee of life, and tha t many of 
these p eop le are embittered against the 
world? 
H av e somehow got the idea 
tha t ev ery thing is for the rich, and 
nothing for the p oor? Thrice blessed 
is the teacher who goes to those homes 
i and by her m anner and words conv inces 
them tha t she is interested in their j 


that is most desirable.
